before the inventor of the telephone was born. 
Two generations back, 


Alexander Bell became noted for inventing a system for ^overcoming stam- 
mering speech, while his son, Alexander Melville Bell, father of the in- 
ventor of the telephone, perfected a 
system of visible speech. 


With this heritage, the son, born 


in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1847, un- 
dertook similar experiments 
while 


still a lad. 
He'constructed an artifi- 


cial skull of gutta-percha and India 
rubber that would pronounce several 
words in weird tones, when blown 
into by a hand bellows. At the age 
of sixteen he became, like his father, 
a teacher of elocution, and an in- 
structor of deaf mutes. 


Threatened With Tuberculosis 
Bell reached a crisis in his life at 


the age of 22, when he was threaten- 
ed 
with 
tuberculosis. The 
white 


plague caused the death of his two 
brothers and the Bell family migrat- 
ed to Brantford, Canada. 


A meeting at that time with Sir 


Charles Wheatstone, the English in- 
ventor of the telegraph, 
fired 
t h e j 


young elocutionist with ambition to 
invent a musical, or multiple, tele- 
graph, which eventually turned out 
to be a telephone. 


His father while giving a lecture in 


Boston, proudly mentioned the son's 
success in teaching 
London 
deaf 


mutes. This led the Boston Board of 
Education to offer the younger Bell 
$500 to introduce his system in the 
newly opened school for deaf mutes. 
He was then 24 years old, and in- 
stantly became the educational sen- 
sation of the day. He was appointed 
a professor in Boston University, and 
opened 
his 
instantly 
successful 


"School of Vocal Physiology." 


But teaching interfered with hi 


inventing, and he soon gave up all 
but two pupils. 
One of these was 


Mabel Hubbard, of a wealthy family 
She bad lost her hearing and speech 
in an attack of scarlet fever while 
a baby. 
It was she who later be- 


came Bell's wife.

The resolution which rejected the 


Harding proposal in regard to seni- 
ority was adopted. 265 to 2. Mr. Lo- 
ree, who is chairman of the eastern 
conference, cast the votes of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson and the Kansas 
City Southern against the resolution. 
He did this, he said, because the ex- 
ecutives did not take a strong enough 
stand against seniority.

said the action of the conference was 
unanimous. The resolution accepting

reporting to President Harding on the 
railway executives' meeting Tuesday

Among the measures which had the sup- 


port of Senator Conant'was that giving recogni- j 
tion to farmers and laborers upon the state 
board of university regents, the marketing bill, 
higher educational aid for poor children, teach- 
ers' minimum wage, increasing the income tax, 
payment of soldiers' bonus by direct taxation, 
eight-hour day for hotel girls, unemployment 
compensation, increased compensation to injur- 
ed workers, for vestibuled cabs for locomotives, 
limiting cars in trains, home rule for cities.

A man, 35 years old, having losfhis left hand in 


a corn shredder accident, is training "-on the job" in a 
garage to fit himself for work as an auto mechanic. 


A man, 45 years old, married and having two chil- 


dren, has just completed a course in inspection and 
lay-out work "on the job" (earning wages while learn- 
ing) and is now back at work at a salary equal to his 
pay prior to the accident. 


A girl, 22 years old, having lost an arm, is being 


assisted through a county training school where she is 
training for the teaching profession.
